Consequently, in the 28 years 
from 1928 to 1953, the replace- 
ment for a fleet of 922 vehicles 
was an average of only 1.4 car- 
riages per annum.

For him Little River was 
within easier travelling distance 
than the Moorabbin _ airfield 
from which trainee pilots of 
powered planes flew. 

Considering this and the fact 
that gliding was cheaper, Mr. 
Rees decided to try gliding and 
joined the Geelong Club. - 


FIRST FLIGHT IN OLD 
GLIDER 


It was a very antiquated glid- 
t he made his first 
flight in August, 1958. 

Looking back now he consid- 
ers the glider was of somewhat 
questionable airworthiness. He 
says that in the early days of 
gliding many planes of “sticks 
and wires” were put together in 
backyards. 

But by 1958 this era had pass- 
ed and gliders were sturdy and 
strong, with the exception of 
those used by the Geelong Club, 
recalls Mr. Rees. This club 
had missed the change. 

Mr. Rees realised it would 
take a lifetime to learn gliding 
at Geelong. 

To get the enjoyment he want- 
ed from flying he knew he would 


thusiasts then purchased a 
single seater glider — a “Gru- 
nau Baby” —- the type the Luft- 
waffe built and used for training 
purposes between the two world 
wars. 


‘By mid 1959 the new Avalon 
airfleld near Little River open- 
ed for jet aircraft traffic and 
flying from the Little River strip 
was banned by the Department 
of Civil Aviation. 

As two of their members lived 
close to Bacchus Marsh the five 
owners of the Grunau Baby be- 
gan operating from Bacchus 
Marsh. 

The Geelong club continued 
operating from Belmont Com- 
mon, Geelong, but was still func- 
tioning under difficulties, es- 
pecially when the club's 2-seater 
glider was destroyed on the 
common. 

In 1961 a new committee was 
formed and a second hand Koo- 
kaburra glider purchased. At- 
tempts were being made to re- 
organise the club. 


DUX OF INSTRUCTORS’ 
COURSE 


Mr. Rees again attended 
Gawler in 1961 at what had be- 
come. the National Gliding 
School constituted by the Gliding 
Federation of Australia, The 
course was for training instruc- 
tors and ground engineers. 

Mr. Rees topped the course. 
This set the stage for the new 
committee of the Geelong Club 
to start afresh. 

Mr. Rees was appointed Chief 
Flying Instructor — an appoint- 
ment he stili holds’ today. 

The first action of the re-or- 
ganised club was to abandon 
Belmont Common and move the

time as a school staff instructor. 

Since this time his aim has 
been. to train more instructors 
to spread the load. 

But during the first 2 years 
potential instructors he trained 
broke away and formed clubs 
at Camperdown and Colac. 

Now a South Gippsland club 
has been formed around another 
instructor from Geelong. 

But this is typical of the pre- 
sent day spread of gliding which 
pleases Mr. Rees. 

Some glider pilots go on to 
become pilots of powered air: 
craft. Mr. Rees believes their 
background of glider flying gives 
them a decided advantage as 
they understand air currents. 

As well as still being Chief 
Flying Instructor at Geelong Mr. 
Rees is President of the club. 

However, he no longer does 
1,000 flights per year. 

His instructing duties are now 
more confined to checking other 
instructors or the problems these 
instructors encounter with stud- 
ents. * . 

He has tried power flying but 


still prefers glider flying. 


WIFE A PILOT TOO 


Mr. Rees is married and says 
a gliding enthusiast such as he 
could only be happily married 
to another lover of gliding. — 

His wife, Roberta, is a glider 
pilot and is one of only two 
third generation glider pilots in 
Australia.

Geelong has 60 flying members 
and two other clubs also use the 
same field — Beaufort and the 
Victorian Motorless Flight Group 
Clubs.

Altogether more than 200 fly 
at Bacchus Marsh from which 
15 or 16 gliders operate.

By 
reminding children that areo- 
plane pilots and astronauts 
use seat belts and by: appoint- 
ing one of the children as 
“seat belt monitor,’ the belts 
most likely will not be un- 
fastened by playful hands. 

@ Relieving the man behind the 
wheel once in a while by tak- 
ing over the driving chores 
for short periods. Almost any 
driver appreciates this. 

@ Handling the radio chores (if 
the car has one) by changing 
stations when necessary, 
selecting stations which have 
the most pleasing music and 
making certain the radio isn’t 
too loud. A driver who tries 
to handle the steering wheel 
and radio at the same time 
can be a hazard to himself 
and to other occupants of the 
car. 

@ Keeping a watchful eye on 
the highway to anticipate 
possible danger ahead, hid- 
den driveways, side roads, 
obstacles, accident scenes, 
sharp curves or livestock— 
and reminding the driver of 
them if it is obvious that he 
has not spotted them himself. 
The list of helpful duties for 

the back seat driver is practi- 

cally endless, Mr. Buzby said. 

Even a simple duty like light- 

ing the driver’s cigarettes for 

him—or disposing of the cigar- 

ette butt—can contribute toward 

the overall safety of the trip. 
And such helpful assistance 


could help to erase the bad image ]" 


that back seat drivers have 
gained over the years.

Disappointed, I stooped down 
te investigate. At last, lifting 
some of the tender side- 
shoots, I discovered the cause 
of the trouble; there were small, 
delicate tendrils on each lateral 
shoot, and because there was no 
support to cling to, the plants 
had become discouraged and 
had drooped to the ground. In 
ne time I had’ provided each 


plant with a slender bamboo 
stick. 


Next. -morning the reward: 
each little bamboo stick was 
adorned with a tight coil of deli- 
sate curling stems. The mys- 
tery was solved, I had climbing 
plants on my hands, and once I 
understood and provided what 
their nature needed, ail was well. 
The plants grew joyfully and in 
time covered a large trellis 
with their beautiful “Heavenly 
Blue” convolvulus flowers.

The story shows particularly 
well the role of parents in -the 
religious education of their chil- 
dren, If we are able to pass on 
the sincerity of our own convic- 
tions with some understanding 
of the reasons, then we have 
given them the support which 
they need and which wil! sus- 
tain them in all the vicissitudes 
that fortune May present. With 
this must go an awareness that 
the warm and rich diversity of 
mankind accepts and uses other 
philosophies that together they 
make up the exciting colour and 
changing pattern of life. 


. Just how we can provide the 
strongest and most lasting sup 
port is a problem that faces all 
parents of this time. Indeed it 
is the problem that has faced 
parents for many generations. 
Frederick Stokes wrote these 
words almost 80 years ago— 

~_» + live in times when the 
church is tranversing the vast 
desert which separates the de- 
vout faith of the past from the 
baptised science of the future.” 

If we as parents give Religious 
Education the importance which 
is its due, then we need to look 
carefully to what we present to 
owr children, we need to know 
wih reasonable surety just what 
we ourselves believe and what 
we want them to believe. For 
our children will cling to us 
more tightly than the delicate 
_ curling stems of the climbing 
plant and, more important, will 
pass on the convictions or other- 
wise which we communicate to 


, them. 


For many, the matter is simple 
but for the: majority the question 
of imparting what .we feel is 
best continually vexes us. - 


Today's Situation 


Church sehools of course are 


. careful to see that the - beliefs 


of their faith are understood and 
koown. i 


Jn this universal age many 
such schools see to it that some 
understanding of other religions 
is given too. For those children 
who use the state system the 
position is not nearly so well 
deiined. Many able and devoted 
people. give much of their spare 
time and energy following the 
syllabus prepared for them for 
use in the Religious Instruction 
lesson. Unfortunately. though, 
there are not enough of these 





voluntary teachers for the num- 
ber of classes. Many children 
therefore do not receive Religi- 
ous Instruction at school. Others 
may receive it but because of 
numberless reasons fail to re- 
ceive any real benefit from it. 


In any case the words Religi- 
ous Instruction themselves are 
an anachronism which have 
failed to be updated. One 
might receive instruction in the 
manipulation of a mechanical 
device or in the best way of 
following a repetitive procedure 
but one can hardly be “‘instruc- 
ted” in the way of living which 
we would agree is what religious 
education: needs be. 


Pretestant children have as 
well the Sunday School. These 
were begun in 1780 by Robert 
Raikes rather with the idea of 
providing education for the poor 
than providing religious educa- 
tion. Now nearly 200 years old 
one sometimes wonders if they 
gre as effective in the worth of 
the service they provide. Accep- 
ted as tradition by most of the 
churches, they are often staffed 
by young people, themselves 
finding their way and as well 
coping with the preblem of in- 
sufficient accommodation and in- 
sufficient time. 


In view of these rather hap- 
hazard arrangements it would 
seem a rather tenuous situa- 
tion on which parents ean depend 
for help in the religious educa- 
tion of their children. Little’ is 
done then to re-inforce the par- 
ents’ teaching and to simply 
wipe off one’s responsibilities 
and “leave them at Sunday 
School till they are 14 or con- 
firmed’ seems to be rather 
risky. . 


Is Religious Educa- 


tion Important? 


Rid 

Jew, Christian, Hindu and 

others committed one way or 

another must answer an empha- 

tic “Yes” to this question. For 

is not this te be the guiding 
light of each life? 


Is not this commitment one 
which will influence 
every decision made, be it minor 
er major? Equally emphatic 
must be the answer of the athiest 
humanist, communist and_ those 
committed in this way. For if 
they are to remain objective and 
unprejudiced then their offspring 
are ‘entitled to know the truths 
behind the beliefs of others. 


The importance of Religious 
Education then, cannot be over 
emphasised. The parents’ own 
convictions, if sincere, will in- 
evitably be weighed by the chil- 
dren against the knowledge 
they themselves accumulate. We 
need justly hestitate before 
passing our beliefs on dogmati- 
cally. The quest for truth and 
expression of intelligent concern 
for others which is common to 
all faiths and “anti-faiths’ de- 
mands that our children learn to 
accept: the philosophies ‘of others 
as well as presenting their own 
with a minimum. of embarrass- 
ment to ail. 


It may well be argued that 
since we live by consent in a 
“Chtristian”’ community we 
should understand well that con- 
viction at least.

The course, aimed at' making 
the children aware of the ‘‘one 
ness” of mankind despite the 
apparent differences and was 
to be taught by the teachers 
themselves. 


Who else is to educate? The 
controversy - which followed the 
introduction of the course was 
to be expected for any change 
tends to make us feel insecure. 
Any change in approaches to or 
attitudes to religion seems_to 
touch a very tender nerve. The 
results of course cannot yet be 
measured. Perhaps we too 
could suggest that this broader 
approach be taught by those pro- 
fessionals in our midst who are 


trained to teach. . Others have, 


suggested that since the concept 
of God is so abstract childrens’ 
immature minds cannot ade- 
quately grasp the idea. These 
people suggest. that the child 
should not therefore be con- 
fronted wiht the idea of God or 
concepts of God’ before 14-15 
years. To me this seems to evade 
the question somewhat but it is 
an alternative. 


Richard Aeland in his book 
“Ye Teach Them Wrong” sug- 
gests yet another approach. His 
theory is that younger, pre- 
adolescent children should be 
taught Old Testament theology 
whole and unadulterated. He 
forwards good reasons for this 
but would follow on with some- 
thing. different in secondary 
schools. Here he would teach 
adolescents the basic common 
truths revealed by psychologists, 
philosophies and the great re- 
ligions. His is indeed a child 
centred, life centred approach 
to religious teaching. 


Another interesting approach 
is that being made by some 
Protestant churches who are 
Jeaning heavily on the experi- 
ence of the Catholic Church. 
This approach relies rather on 
the communicating of an atmos- 
phere of worship and reverence 
through regular family worship 
with some provision being made+ 
for a teaching situation for in- 
dividual age groups during. the 
service. This scheme has the 
merit of testing the sincerity of 
the parents. 


The child sodn senses the sin- 
cerity of the parents beliefs when 
he or she reaches adolescence. 
The child in seeking out his 
own way measures up the family 
teaching with the family living. 
He_ can be devastatingly critical 
and uncomfortably honest in such 
matters. Statistics reveal that 
in Protestant churches the ‘drop 
out” at 13-14 is very consider- 
able. Could this be a result of 
the child equating belief with 
living? 


What Next? 


We often hear of various or- 
ganisations and groups condemn- 
ing the mass media of the day. 
Violence, sex, sesationalism often 
are spoken of in worried and 
anxious tones.

Tf ,the religious education of 
our children is sound, then we 
need have no fear that they 
wiil cope intelligently with these 
problems. Who knows they may 
even find the means of uplifting 
such material so that succeeding 
generations, firm in their convic- 
tions, will demand something 
more pleasant for their eyes and 
ears to feast upon. For you see 
the stew is of our own making. 


As parents we allow the ingredi- j 


ents to be poured in willy-nilly. 


Is this because our own religious 
education was inadequate? Were 
we never freed from traditional 
dogma sufficiently to feel for 
those in misfortune be they 


- Rear or far, be they black, white 


or yellow? 


These sorry but true protes- 
tations would add much weight 
to the argument for pressing 
for changes in religious educa- 
tion. Our own was generally so 
Poor that like the three monkeys 
we‘see no evil, hear no evil, 
speak no evil and yet live abund- 
antly and unconcernedly in a 
world with poverty and ignor- 
ance on all sides. 





Anything Else? 


Whichever faith we follow, 
whichever creed we repeat it 
seems obviously clear that if 
Feligious education is to be 
worthwhile it must be caught 
rather than taught. 


If, as parents, we live 24 
hours each day by the beliefs 
we possess and confess, then 
our “climbing plants” will 
mature with wisdom and toler- 
ance. We cannot afford to leave 
it to someone else as it is clear 
the someone else cannot control 
the situation. As long as we sit 
on the fence accepting the best 
Offered by both sides, yet pro- 
fessing none, our children can 
expect little support from us. 


Onee our decisions are made 
and our children understand the | 
whats and whys of our beliefs 
then they are much better able 
to live their life to the full. 
Let's be honest and open about 
all the things which we relate 
ta religion. It often seems 
rather ridiculous to me that we 
make great effort, at great ex- 

nse, to allow our children to 

me familiar with what 
almost amounts to the trivial 
things of living. : 


Those really great milestones 
of life, conception, birth, love 
and death we tend to gloss over. 


Ofter they are talked of in 
hushed euphemistic _ phrases, 
carefully prepared and equally 
carefully stated, and their real 
impagt is never communicated to 
the chtildren. We live largely 
in a monotoneus conforming 
society where these momertous 
events of life are removed from 
general contact. Can we com- 
pare the magic of the brother 
bern in the front bedroom with 
the appearance of a brother 
some days later from a 
hospital ward. 


Our older and ii folk are re- 
moved from close contact to 
specially prepared accommoda- 
tion. Physically and mentally 
handicapped children and adults 
are cared for in some other far 
Temoved place. The problems of 
settling all these things, and 
more, in their rightful place 
raises other questions and poses 
problems far greater than the; 
context ef this article. | 


_1I mention them only as one 
indication that unless we are: 


careful living can become aj}. 


black and white picture rather 
than the: brilliantly coloured one 
that it is. 


Perhaps this is all best summed. 
up in a rather lengthy quote 
from Phyllis Hostler’s book 
“The Child’s World,” published 
by Penguin Books. 


“Children delight in life’s 
kaleidoscope, in its ever-chang- 
ing patterns as they delight in 
the everydayness of their home 
and lives. Against the backdrop 
of a home that never changes, 
where they know what to expect 
and what is expected of them, 
they revel in the ever-changing 
scenery of other homes, other 
views and other modes of 
thought. If we bind over their 
eyes the blinkers we have been 
accustomed to wear, they will 
never see the bright sparkle or 
the strange hues on each side 
of the road. We have robbed 
them of their due. If we have 
come to give our children life, 
let us give it to them abundantly. 


Then we may be sure they will 
give back life in full measijre, 
Pressed down and running over,”
